WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.09 
Two hurdles—inflation and economy 
were placed today in the path of 
the senate’s coalition “baby bond” 
bonus bill. 

Senate administration leaders con- 
tended emphatically that both obsta- 
cles would be easy to jump. A third 
hazard, however, appeared likely to 
delay senate consideration of the 
“baby bond” measure At least until 
Friday. 

As sources close to the White House 
differed over whether President Roose- 
velt would sign the bill fpr full pay- 
ment of veterans’ adjusted service cer- 
tificates in $50 bonds after June 15 
next, Senator Thomas, democrat, Okla- 
homa, said he would make a last-ditch 
fight for paying the bonus in new 
currency. 

Following this was an announce- 
ment by Senator King, democrat, 
Utah, that he would offer a substi- 
tute to pay now only the “cash sur- 
render” value, or present worth, of 
the adjusted service certificates which 
were issued in 1925 to run for 20 
years, 

Majority Leaders Confident. 

Majority leaders of the senate, 
Speaking privately, expressed confi- 
dence neither proposal had a chance 
of adoption. 

Although Chairman Harrison, demo-

bill late today, giving him the techni- 
cal right of calling it up on the floor 
tomorrow, Senator McNary, of Ure- 
gon, the republican leader, said he 
would ask consideration be deferred 
until Friday.

With this, it coupled documentary 
testimony that a few months after the 
United States became a_ belligerent, 
President Wilson was fully informed 
of the contents of these agreements for 
j remaking the map of Europe,.and in 
fact brought the subjéct wp fi 
the course of a conversation with Da- 
vid Balfour, of Great Britain. 

To cap these disclosures, the com- 
mittee then added to its record a state- 
ment made by Wilson to the senate 
foveign relations committee in 1919 
that he had no knowledge pf the trea- 
ties until they were called to his at- 
tentio. at the Versailels peace con- 
ference. 

Wilson Knew of Treaties. 

“Tt i evident,” commented Chair- 
man Nye, republican, North Dakota, 
of the committee, “that Wilson was 
fully apprised of the seeret treaties

the war.” 

With these and other reveiations-— 
taken from hitherto secret State De- 
partment files, the private papers of 
Colonel E. M. House, and the memoirs 
of prominent men o: the veriod— the 
committee filled in huge gaps in the 
history of events leading up to Ameri- 
ca’s declaration of war against Ger- 
many.

Lake Littlejohn, Commerce Depart- 
ment attache, said informally he be- 
lieved the cause of the crash could 
not be established.

ing in Glenn Memorial church under 
the auspices of the Student Lecture 
Association of Emory University.

Hackett traced the course of history 
during the sixteenth century, and em- 
phasized the importancé of the king 
as a personality while showing his 
lasting contributions to the national 
state. 

“We must not regard Henry from 
the standpoint of his six wives and 
consider him the uncouth person 80 
often portrayed,” he urged. 

Generalizing, Mr. Hackett declared 
that European history is politics, and 
the greatest problem facing historians 
is telling the truth without regard 
to personal feelings. 


“Henry VIII was a plus character. 
much as Hitler and Mussolini, and 
was great because he made decisions,” 
said Mr. Hackett. “It is his ability 
to make decisions that makes a man 
great instead of the unfailing wisdom 
of these decisions. Henry was an 
animal possessed with an enormous 
maturity of character, and his desires 
were only kept in check by his sense 
of values. However, when it was 
necessary to his interests, the sacrifice 
of both strong and weak men was done 
with a high idea of morality.”

Canadian Supreme Tribunal Hears 
Battle Over Dominion’s New Deal 


OTTAWA, Jan. 15.—(7)—Canada’s 

six red-robed supreme court jurists 
began today to hear arguments on 
whether anada’s so-called “New 
Deal”—consisting of eight statutes 
passed by parliament in 1984 and 1935 
—was within the jurisdiction of the 
dominion government. 


The federal government asked the 
court to decide whether the measures, 
designed to improve social and eco- 
nomic conditions, infringed the rights 
of the vinces. 

N. W. Rowell, one of the dominion 
counsel, began the arguments in one 
of the most important legal battles in 
the history of the dominion, contend- 
ing that amendments to the criminal 
code to implement the findings of the 
commission on price 2 and mass 

the power of the 
dominion. 

The amendments, he said, were 
framed to curb unethical business prac- 
tices, unfair wages and abuses in trade 
which the commission reported after 
almost a year’s study. 

Other Acts Involved. 

These amendments were the first 
point taken up before the court. Other 
statutes in the government's reference 
to the court were the unemployment 
and social insurance act, natural prod- 
ucts marketing act, minimum wage 
act, limitation of hours of work act, 
day of rest act, dominion trade and 
industry act and farmers’ creditors 
arrangement act. 

Canada’s written constitution, the 
British North America act, defines the 
jurisdictions of the dominion and the 
provinces along somewhat the same 
general lines as the constitution of 
the United States defines. the rights 
of the federal and state governments. 
Property and civil rights were left 
with the provinces, which will con- 
tend that several of the acts passed 
by the conservative government at the 
last parliamentary session infringe the 
jurisdiction of the provinces. 


Definition of Crimes. 
Amendments to the criminal code 
are admittedly matters of federal ju- 
risdiction but the privy council in 


Eases Headache 


London has held that parliament can- 
not make an act a crime which is 
not in the nature of a crime, merely 
to gain federal jurisdiction over it. 
In his argument, Rowell claimed the 
amendments were within the power

code and matters of trade and com- 
merce. 

He said it also had the authority 
to. legislate under its power to pre- 
serye peace, order and good govern- 
ment” on any matter — specifically 
placed under the jurisdiction of the 
provinces.

GOODWIN, Ark., Jan. 15.—(#)— 
Belief that the luxury air liner “The 
Southerner”. that carried 17 persons 
to death in the swamps near here was 
not making a forced landing was 
strengthened today with the finding 
of the ship’s instruments. 


The cause of the crash, those who 
saw the “acre of death” believe, may 
always remain shrouded in mystery. 

Dick Bradford, son of a Forrest 
City attorney, found the instruments, 
buried in the muck. 

The speed recorder-was jammed im- 
movably at 180 miles per hour. Both

COUNTRY STORES 
BOUGHT OUT IN RUSH 


GOODWIN, Ark., Jan. 15.—(#)— 
Crash of the American Airlines’ trans- 
continental ship near here in which 17 
persons met death brought a land of- 
fice business today to country stores 
of the area, exhausting supplies of 
rubber boots, lanterns, cheese and 
crackers. 

Few hours elapsed after finding of 
the wreckage of the ill-fated airliner 
“Southerner” before hundreds of per- 
sons began a trek to the scene, neces- 
sitating the presence of highway pa- 
trolmen and state rangers to direct 
traffic. 

Throughout the day sightseers 
streamed into the area with souvenir 
hunters lugging away various parts 
of the wreckage. Mostly women made 
up those penetrating the marshy coun- 
try during the afternoon with Arkan- 
sas, Mississippi and Tennessee contrib- 
ting the majority of the crowd. 

Supplies Exhausted. 

Rescue workérs soon realized neces- 
sify of boots to protect them from 
water and gumbo mud into which the 
big plane crashed. Meager supplies of 
lanterns, boots, cheese and crackers 
at Goodwin stores were exhausted 
early as relief forces were outfitted for 
their task of removing victims of the 
disaster. 

Came the sightseers, unable to view 
the wreckage without boots. Many 
rushed to near-by towns for this 
equipment. All stores in the area had 
sold out of boots tonight. One small 
store at near-by Brinkley took in 890 
from the rush. Prices of 84.50 for hip 
boots were not advanced,

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Arkansans Relate Dramatic Story 


Of Search for Crashed Air Liner 


GOODWIN, Ark., Jan. 15.—(#)— 
Echo of a single pistol shot ringing 
through east Arkansas’ marsh country 
flashed to the world the finding of 
America’s worst airplane disaster. 

Plunged into a frenzy of excitement 
residents of this little community of 
90 inhabitants rélated today dramatic 
moments of a five-hour search cul- 
minating in disclosure of the fateful 
end of “The Southerner’s” last flight, 
the tragic death of its 17 passengers. 

Fear and lack of comprehension of 
distance on the part of residents of 
the area were blamed for the long hunt 
through fields, woodland and marshes 
before five volunteers finally found 
the wrecked American Airlines’ trans- 
continental ship—the bodies of 12 
men, four women and a child strewn 
over the countryside. 

Bound from New York to Los An- 
geles, the big liner left Memphis at 
7:03 o'clock last night, radioing 15 
minutes later that it was flying at 
2,000 feet, 35 miles west of Memphis, 
with good weather and visibility of 15 
miles. That was Pilot Gerald V. Mar- 
shall's last report. 


Search Begins. 


Searching parties formed, ambu- 
lances were dispatched from Mem- 
phis to stand by as an emergency 
measure, officials started for the scene 
where the liner last reported its posi- 
tion. The hunt was on. 

Farmer Bob Jones, the only white 
man living near the scene of the crash 
three miles east of here, was the first 
to report trace of the liner. He 
thought the plane had fallen in a field 
within a half-mile of his home. Search 
there was fruitless. 8 

Members of the searching parties 
then began inquiring at farm houses 
along roads leading from Highway 
No. 70 to the east, seeking a trace of 
the ill-fated craft. 

A negro was aroused a mile east of 
Jones' home. He said he had seen 
the plane, heard the crash within a 
half-mile of his place but was afraid to 
approach the scene, 


Up another by-road went the search- 
ers. A half-mile to the éast they en- 
countered two youths hunting. They 
were literally scared to death, said a 
member of the party. told of seeing 
the plane leveling off along the tree 
line and that the ship had torn limbs 
from trees over their heads, 

Swampy condition of the territory 
necessitated wearing of hip boots by 
the searchers. More than 200 cars of 
rescue workers had assembled but 
none of the occupants were clothed 
properly for penetration of the marsh 
country. 

Five volunteers banded together un- 
der direction of Sheriff J. M. Camp- 
bell, started into the swampland. Oth: 
ers waited on the mar listening 
in the early morning cold for the fire 
of a gun that was to signal the find- 
ing of the ship. 

Came midnight 45 minutes after the 
searchers entered the marshes. Final- 


ly, the report of a pistol, rescue work- 
ers rushing to a_ rural telephone. 
Across the country went the newe of 
the worst catastrophe in American air 
travel. 

IJ. W. Fogg, farmer, emerged from 
the swamp shortly afterwards, said 
| grimly: 

“They’re all dead. You don’t need 
a doctor. The plane—what's left of 
it—is buried in five feet of mud and 
| water.“ , 
Wagons Bog Down. 

“We tried to get in with wagons 
but they bogged down, so we went 
into the woods on foot,” said M. E. 
Davis, one of the five finding the 
wreck.

of Highway 70, we began to find 
bits of canvas on the ground, then 
pieces of metal, and we knew we were 
on the right trail. 8 

We followed these clews and saw 
where the trees had been torn up and 
we picked up bits of plane for a dis- 
tance of 300 yards before we came to 
the wreck itself. It was slow going in 
bogey ground, much of it covered four 
or five feet deep with swamp water. 

“I say we reached the wreckage, but 
what it amounted to was finding the 
larger pieces of the plane with our 
flashlights. The wings were gone, torn 
to pieces, the motors were there in 
the mud, but. not buried in the 
ground. : 

“The plane and the bodies were 
scattered over the place, most of the 
bodies being near the motors. 

“It looked to me like the plane 
had come down gently and leveled off 
at the treetops, then got into the 
trees and kept right on going as long 
as it could through the trees.”

Federal attorneys opposing release 
of such funds have told judges in 
Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago that 
the ernment is considering seeking 
a rehearing.

Legal Views Differ. 
Some of the lawyers believe the 
high court “reversed” its traditional 
stand against use of injunctions to 
prevent collection of federal taxes. 
This group would make another plea 
for the “pay first and litigate later” 
doctrine. 

Others have advised against request- 
ing a rehearing, arguing that such a 
procedure is seldom successful. 

When the decision was announced, 
one high government lawyer who 
worked on the rice millers’ case c. lled 
the two-page opinion “cryptic,” and 
said it needed explanation. 

Others are known to be insisting 
that the government cannot let the 
ruling pass unchallenged. Only where 
unusual hardship has been proved has 
the court allowed tax collection to be 
enjoined in the past, they assert. 

Court’s Tax Rule. 

In the child labor case, considered 
a “leading case” on the subject, the 
court ruled that taxes could not be 
held up by court order before a ll 
had been found unconstitutional. A 
federal statute which‘specifically bars 
such injunctions was re-enacted in the 
AAA athendments. 

Within the last six years the court 
upheld such an injunetion, in the oleo- 
margarine case, but government law- 
yers contend this ruling was affected 
by many “unusual” elements not con- 
nected with the tax itself. 

In the rice millers’ case, the court 
did not make any finding of ir- 
reparable loss’ from the payment of 
the tax. 

Instead, it held that since the AAA 
amendments passed last August did 
“not cure the infirmities of the origi- 
nal act” invalidated in the Hoosac 
Mills (original AAA) decision, “the 
exaction still lacks the quality of a 
true tax.” The court added: 

“As yet the petitioners (rice mill- 
ers) has not paid the taxes to the 
respondent (government), and, in 
view of the decision of the Butler 
(Hoosac mills) case, hereafter cannot 
be required so to do.”

Cited by Better Vision Institute

That questiqn is asked by the Bet- 
ter Vision Institute, Ine., a non-profit 
organization devoted to the care and 
conservation of eyesight. 


And why should this organization 
ask such a question? 

Here is why: 

Up and down the country’s streets 
and highways, nearly as many people 
were killed in auto accidents last year 
alone as were killed during our en- 
tire participation in the World War. 

And many of these fatalities were 
due te faulty vision, including bad 
eyesight, the Better Vision Institute 

esterday advised The Constitution 
afety Council. 
36,400 Killed in 1935. 

In 1935, approximately 36,400 per- 
sons were killed in automobile acci- 
dents in the United States. 

And during the entire World War, 
the American fatality list mounted to 
only 37,568. 

The World War has long since 
ended. 

But the annual auto fatality toll 
continues; indeed, it grows from year 
to year. — a 

“Probably a large portion of this 
grim accident toll can be marked up 
to bad eyesight,” says the institute. 
„There is many a potential murderer 
at large on our highways because he 
may be half-blind and not realize it. 
Optical defects are responsible for a 
large percentage of serious accidents— 
particularly the ones which can’t be 
explained.” 

Statisticians’ 

The institute called 
friend, the statistician. 

His report showed : 

That per cent of all fatal acci- 
dents occur in clear weather, placing 
the responsibility for a large portion 
of the accidents on bad eyesight. 

That 23 per cent of the population 
have defective vision of some kind at 
the age of 20; about 40 per cent at 
the age of 30; about 50 per cent at the 
age of 40; about 70 per cent at the 
age of 50 and 82 per cent at the age} 
0 0 

And while six out of every ten 
people need glasses, only two out of 
ten wear them. 

Many people have what is called 
“tunnel vision.” They can see well 
enough straight ahead. But they can 
see nothing to the left or right of 
them—a child running out from the 
curb, for instance. ! 

Color blindness prevents a driver 
from distinguishing the red stop signal 
from the green go signal. A danger- 
ous proposition. 

Night Driving Requires Care. 

Driving has become hazardous 
enough with clear vision and good 
lighting. With many streets left in 
darkness in Atlanta, night driving has 
taken on a new peril. 

Captain Jack T. Malcom, head of 
the Atlanta police traffic department, 
yesterday reiterated his warning to 
moturists and pedestrians using the 
darkened streets. 

Motorists just can’t see pedestrians 
crossing or walking in the unlighted 
streets until they come in line with 
the headlight beam. And then it may 
be too late. 

Until the street lights in the dark- 
ened sections are turned on again, 
more than usual care must be ob- 
served. Piles of fallen limbs that still 
line many streets and automobiles 
parked at night without lights offer 
additional hazards. 

Captain Malcom warned that cases 
will be made against car owners whose 
vehicles are left on the street at night 
without .proper lights.

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My Cookery 
News Notes 


By RUTH CHAMBERS. 


Bargain Cuts May Be Broiled 
Successfully. 


It is surely nice to know that "a 
can have that delicious flavor peculiar 
to broiled meats as often as you like, 
even if your food budget calls for 
the purchase of the economical, less 
demanded cuts of meat. Have your 
meat retailer grind these cuts. Then 
with a little bit of clever manipulation 
in the formation of the ground meat, 
jee may think you're broiling a fancy 
-bone steak. 

The grinding breaks up the connec- 
tive tissue in these less tender cuts 
and makes it possible to cook them 
successfully by the broiling method. 
The only thing you need to worry 
about is the preparing of the meat 
so that it will stay together and make 
an attractive appearing final product. 
There are several simple ways, how- 
ever, to accomplish this. Seasoning 
the meat and forming it into small 
patties each of which is wrapped with 
a slice of bacon and fastened with a 
toothpick seems the most common 
way. If you want to be even more 
certain of the shape of the finished 
patties, you can knead the meat a 
little before forming it into shapes. 
Kneading will have a tendency to de- 
velop a natural cohesion in the meat 
itaelf. This may still not be enough 
so some women take further precau- 
tions and add a slightly beaten egg, 
some catsup or perhaps some well 
seasoned leftover gravy. 


Steaks, Chops, of Ground Meat. 


It ia really fun to form these ground 
meat mixtures into shapes of chops 
or steaks and broil them in that man- 
ner. It is necessary to take particu- 
lar care, though, when you turn them 
so that the steak doesn’t lose the 
“tenderloin section“ or the chop break 
in two! 


The planked ground beef recipe 
gives you an idea for a royal way to 
serve broiled ground meat and the 
lamb patty recipe is an example of 
broiling a meat which has been pre- 
viously ¢ooked. 

The seasonings can be varied to 
suit the likes of your family, but the 
method of broiling should not be 
changed, Placing the meat in a hot 
broiling oven, three inches away from 
the flame, and allowing it to broil 
until well browned on one side, then 
turning the meat and allowing it to 
finish 4 on the other side has 
proven the easiest method of broiling 
and also the method which produces 
the most juicy and palatable product. 
When the budget shows no loop- 
holes and the family is hard to please 
try some broiled ground meat. It will 
prove itself well worth your while. 
Planked Ground Beef. 

Mix 2 pounds of ground beef with 
a little chopped suet, 2 tablespoons of 
chopped green pepper, 1-2 cup of cat- 
sup, 2 teaspoons salt, 1-2 teaspoon 
dry mustard and 2 tablespoons Wor- 
cestershire sduce. Arrange the meat 
into a flat oval cake and place in the 
center of a buttered plank. Place in 
a preheated oven so that there is a 
distance of about three inches be- 
tween the top of the steak and the 
element of flame. When the steak is 
nicely browned on one side, turn. 
Surround steak with little sausages 
and peach halves in which cloves are 
inserted. Return plank to the oven 
until meat and peach halves are brown 
and sausages are done. Serve at once. 
Broiled Ground Beef with Pi le. 
One pound ground beef, 6 slices 
pineapple, 3 tablespoons butter, 1-8 
teaspoon celery salt, flour, salt and 
pepper. 

eason the ground beef with salt, 
pepper and celery salt, and form into 
cakes about 2 1-2 inches in diameter. 
Place in a broiler with the rack about 
3 inches from the broiler flame. Broil 
for about 10 minutes.

DABNEY SEES END 
TO SECTIONALISM 


dn ‘The South Today’ in Sun- 
day’s Constitution, Writer 


Says Nation Is One. 


“The preponderant majority of 
Americans in all sections are willing 
and eager to let bygones be bygones, 
both | at Gettysburg and everywhere 
else, writes Virginius Dabney for 
‘The South Today.” The thorns in 
the side of intersectional relations are 
the organizations in both the north 
and the south, dedicated to the prop- 
osition that a wound three-quarters of 
a century old shall not be healed. The 


Problems we now face are national, 


even international, Dabney points out, 
and the south must lay aside section- 
al bitterness and accept its share in 
the nation’s destinies. 

Virginius Dabney, author of “North 
vs. South: Intersectional Attitudes,” 
which will appear under the general 
heading, The South Today,” in next 
Sunday's Constitution, is chief edi- 
torial writer on the Richmond Times 
Dispatch. He is a man of varied 
experience and wide knowledge of the 
south and southern affairs, and his 
book, “Liberalism in the South,” was

SAYS EARNINGS 
EXAGGERATED 


Touring Golfers Spend 
More Than Winnings 
to Keep Going. 


By Robert Myers. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 15.—(P)— 
The wealth of winning golfers, in the 
candid opinion of Horton Smith, has 
been “greatly exaggerated.” 


The elongated Smith, who takes a 
lot of kidding. about still having the 
first check he ever won, won't esti- 
mate his total golf earnings. 


“I’m afraid to—I’d get too upset 
trying to figure out where it all went,” 
he explained today. 

Similar expressions came from oth- 
er professionals now touring the Cal- 
ifornia winter tournaments. 


I'm still short of my first million,” 
said Paul Runyan, White Plains, N. 
I., who rolled up a sizeable hank ac 
count last year and hopes to increase 
it in California. 

What do the big golfers do with 
their winnings? Well, for one 
thing,” said Smith, who intimated 
his six years of tournament play had 
netted him more than $25,000, we all 
know our years of earning power in 
golf are limited. So naturally we try 
to put as much as we can aside in 
cautious, judicious investments. 

“But it takes a lot of money to 
keep going. Some people don’t seem 
to realize that we pay our own way 
everywhere we go. It takes money to 
travel, for hotels, for food. We can’t 
afford to run around in overalls, and 
we have to have a clean shirt to wear 
in public. 

“These are general living expenses, 
and naturally a married man has to 
put out more than we single men. 

“On top of this we have to pay 
tournament fees, caddy fees, buy balls 
and tees and keep our equipment in 
shape. I tell you, it costs money to 
do all this.” 

Time was when a national cham- 
pionship was worth $100,000—but 
that was in the days when golf was a 
novelty. 

Gene Sarazen and Walter Hagen, 
champions during the flush era and 
probably the most successful, must 
have grossed a million dollars apiece 
with their various interests aside from 
purses. 

Of the entire galaxy, Walter Hagen 
has doubtless spent more and worried 
less about money than any golfer in 
history.

Varied opinions were expressed yes- 

ay by Georgia legislators as to 
the method of selecting the delegation 
from this state to the democratic na- 
tional convention in June to be held 
In Philadelphia. Some favor a presi- 
dential preferential primary, while 
others said “any legal method” suited 
them. 

Governor Talmadge has indicated 
his intention of becoming a candidate. 
The Governor himself said he would 
run for president if the state demo- 
cratic executive committe called a 
preferential primary, and since Tal- 
madge controls the committee, such a 
call is expected, at a committee meet- 
ing expected to be held wi hin three 
weeks. 

State Senator John J. Jones, of 
Waynesboro, said any attempt by 
the state democratic committee” to 
pick Georgia’s delegation to the dem 
ocratic national convention would be 
“unprecedented and unfair.” 

Jones said “If Governor Talmadge 
‘fs not willing to let the people of 
Georgia vote on this issue, I do not 
gee how he can call himself a Jeffer- 
sonian democrat or any other hy- 
phenated by-product of the great dem- 
ocratic party.” 

Favors Any “Legal Plan.”

Forsyth Jurist Suggests 

Remedies Before Monte- 

zama Club. 

MONTEZUMA, Ga., Jau. 15.—Pro- 
testing against the “will of the people, 
as expressed by their di-ect representa- 
tives in congress, being thwarted by 
opinions of a bare majority of the 
court,” Judge Ogden Pergons, of For- 
syth, speaking before the local Ki- 
wanis Club here today, discussed the 
United States supreme court’s decision 
against th. AAA. 

In addition to the members of. the 
club, ab at 75 farmers were present to 
hear the address. 

Judge Persons pointed out that in 
the final analysis the constitution was 


nothing more than what the judges of 
the supreme court construed it to 
mean and that they, however learned 
and exalted, were still human and sub- 
ject to human frailty. He said the 
AAA decision was “so fine spun and 
metaphysical that only the most tech- | 
nical-minded of lawyers could nnder- 
stand just what the opinion was 
based on.” 

Judge Persons illustrated his re- 
marks by giving the history of the 
act of congress in 1868 authorizing the 
payment of federal soldiers by “green- 
backs.” He said that when this ques- 
tion first reached the supreme court 
it was held unconstitutional by a ma- 
jority of two, but a short while after 
the first decision one of the justices 
died and the republican president ap- 
pointed a judge to take his place, and 
that the republican congress created 
another judgeship on the supreme 
court and that the question was then 
again presented to the supreme court 
and the act of congress was held to 
be constitutional. 

He deplored the fact that evidently 
certain democrats were seeking to 
have a repetition of the “Charleston 
convention of 1860,“ at which the 
democratic party was disrupted and 
divided into three conflicting groups 
and Abraham Lincoln was thereby en- 
abled to become president of the Unit- 
ed States as the united republican 
candidate.

With the blessings of the pope, cere- 
monies installing the Most Rev. Gerald 
Patrick O’Hara as ninth bishop of 
the Catholic diocese of Georgia, were 
held here today, with his eminence, 
Dennis Cardinal Dougherty presiding. 

Hundreds of dignitaries and mem- 
bers of the church witnessed the col- 
orful ceremony, which took place at 
the Cathedral of St. John the Baptist. 

Coming. here from Philadelphia. 
former home of the new bishop, were 


250 persons in a special train. The 
ceremonies were witnessed by the par- 
ents of Bishop O’Hara, who will bear 
the title, Bishop of Savannah. 


He succeeds the Most Rev. Michael 
J. Keyes, who served the episcopacy 
for more than 13 years, and retired 
due to ill health. 

The message from Rome, received 
5 at the rectory of the cathedral. 
read: 

“On this occasion of your installa- 
tion as Bishop of Savannah in the 
2 of his eminence, Cardinal 

ugherty, the holy father sends to 
his eminence, his excellency, the 
clergy, and all present, the paternal 
apostolic benediction.” The message 
was signed by Cardinal Pacelli. 

The new bishop took as his sermon 
text the following: 

“Take heed to yourselves and to the 
whole flock ‘wherein the holy ghost 
hath placed you bishops to rule -the 
church of God which He hath pur- 
chased with his own blood.” 

Cardinal Dougherty reviewed the 
distinguished career of the new bish- 
op, and the bishop in turn paid tribute 
to Bishop Keyes’ service. 

Bishop O'Hara, who was 34 years 
old when first consecrated auxiliary 
bishop of Philadelphia in 1929, was 
then the youngest Roman Catholic 
bishop in the world. This was men- 
tioned be Cardinal Dougherty today. 

A large number of people of other 
faiths attended the service, including 
Mayor Gamble, the board of alder- 
men, representatives of the county, 
other, leads in the business and pro- 
fessional life of the city.
